RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

In a restriction requirement dated July 15, 2003, the period for response to which 
extends one (1) month thereafter, the Examiner required restriction under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 121 between Group I (claims 1-15 and 18) and Group II (claims 16 and 17). Applicant 
provisionally elects to prosecute Group I, claims 1-15 and 18, characterized by the 
Examiner as drawn to an image sensor, with traverse. Applicant submits that the 
Examiner has not shown that there would be a serious burden to examine all claims 
pending in this application. Applicant notes that the alleged Group l-ll claims have ail 
been designated by the Examiner as being classified in the same search class, such 
that the Examiner will search substantially the same art for both Groups. 




Should Applicant elect Group I, the Examiner further required an election of 
species under 35 U.S.C. § 121 between species I, characterized by the Examiner as 
directed to a photo-sensor comprising a clamping diode as shown in Figures 2 and 3, 
and species II, characterized by the Examiner as directed to a photo-sensor comprising 
a clamping TFT as shown in Figure 4. Applicant provisionally elects species I directed 
to a photo-sensor comprising a clamping diode as shown in Figures 2 and 3 with 
traverse. Species I includes claims 1-8. Applicant believes that the alleged species l-ll 
claims include sufficiently few species that a search and examination of all the species 
at one time would not impose a serious burden the Examiner.
